The World's Record Eclipsed by this 
Strange Man of Electric 
Force. 



THE CITY COUNCIL IN SESSION. 

Westminster Invites Victoria's Olvlo Keprc- 
Bentathes to the Agricultural Show— 
They Have Acci jiteil. 

Tho Council met last evening, specially, 
to consider the I'ire Prevention Ity-law. On 
assembling, they went into a committee of 
the whole, bis Worship, Mayor Grant, in 
tbo chair. The by-law was read clause by 
clause and amended as they came up. At 
tho fifth clause the committee rose and re- 
ported progress, ashing leave to sit again. 

Then a communication was read from 
William Mohun, re. the position chief en- 
gineer in carrying out the system of sewer- 
age ratified by the voters. The letter set 
forth that the usual charge for gottingwork- 
ing detailsof specifications, generally super- 
intending the works and examining the ma- 
terials, und so forth, was five per cent, on 
the total outlay. But, as he understood 
that this work would bo a considerable one, 
lie w as willing to accept a fixed salary of 
£,'i,(tl)l) per annum, the couucil to defray ex- 
penses of olliee work and necessary assist- 
ances. 

The matter was referred to the Sewerage 
committee to report. 

Another eoimnueieatiou was read from 
tbo Agricultural Association at Westiriu- 
Btor, inviting the Mayor and Council to he 
present at the exhibition extending over the 
•-'lib, 25th and 20th inst. 

This was accepted and acknowledged with 
thanks. The council will therefore leave 
on Wednesday morning's boat, 

The Council adjourned at 10:20 p. m. till 
8 o'clock Tuesday evening, when the fire 
prevention by-law will be taken up again 
and the usual business disposed ot, as the 
Council will be tho guests of the Knyal 
City on the usual evening of assembly. 



Chicago, Sept. 17.— P. Alexander John- 
stone, the mind-reader, performed a feat in 
this city to-day which eclipses all similar 
records. He has been doing many remarka- 
ble things here, and finally his manager de- 
cided to attempt tho tame tc3t which re- 
sulted in the death of the well-known mind- 
leader Bishop in New York — that of finding 
a name in a register and pronouncing it. A 
committee 'of wall-known men and a physic- 
ian drove in a hack from the Auditorium 
hotel to the Grand Pacific by u tortuous 
route, and going to tho register selected a 
name. 

Leaving one of their number in charge of 
the register, they returned to the Audi- 
torium, where Johnstone had remained in 
custody of another committeeman, They 
then bandaged his eyes securely. * 

When the committee came hack to the 
Auditorium, after settling on tlio name in 
tbo Grand Pacific register, a considerable 
delay was necessary, in order for Mr. John- 
stone to test, the committee regarding their 
ability to concentrate their minds on the 
route and knowledge of the oily, and also to 
have, them trace on tho wall how many 
blocks north and west, etc., they hud 
driven. 

When all was ready, however, tho doors 
of the south parlor were thrown open, and 
with a tiger-like bound the *' black- 
hooded " man made a rush for the Htairs. 
The street was reached in safety, and im- 
mediately upon being assisted to his seat on 
the box of a carriage, he grabbed the lines 
und drove very fast do wn Michigan avenue. 
The course taken did not coriespoud with 
that of the committee in any respect, and 
was due, Mr. Johnstone claims, to the nerv- 
ous condition of Mr. Dean, who occupied 
the front seat with him, and after the ex- 
citement, was over Mr. Dean wua forced to 
admit that he wua "slightly rattled, and 
very much afraid that he would run into 
some vehicle or be run into himself. 

Tho drive taken by Mr. Johnstone was 
north on Michigan avenue to Adams, west 
on Adams to Wabash, south on Wabash to 
Van Buren, west on Van Buren to Third 
avenue, whore he stopped and got out. 
After walking to Dearborn street he said, 
" We are on the wrong track." und again 
got on to the rig and again continued west 
On Van Buren to Clark, and north on 
Clark to McCoy's hotel, where he again 
iilighted and ran headlong,' assisted by Mr. 
limler. to the Grand Pacific houi. At 
once he made a rush for the clerk's desk, 
whore it wus supposed Mr. Lederer would 
be with tho register, but it was found that 
he had been assigned to clubroom "A," und, 
us a consequence, the committee was 
obliged to rush to that point, The crowd 
had become so dense at tins juncture that 
Mr. Johnstone called for air and whisky. 
He ul ■ ) desired to be assigned to a private 
room .'or n few minutes. 

After a delay of ten minutes be reap- 
peared and the test commenced. The name 
chosen by the committee was that of J. C 
Butler, jr., Yonugstown, 0., registered 
Angus' 25, 1890, 

With tho committee around him, and 
having Mr. Lederer by the hand, he asked 
him to close bis eyes and keep perfectly 
quiet. Soon he stopped on a certain page 
and asked Mr. Lederer if it were not cor- 
rect. 

Then he Called out tho date and again 
requested Mr. Lederer to close his eyi s and 
li:: his signature in his mind, and he then 
produced it in the exact handwriting of the 
original writer.

Many curious phenomena were mani- 
fested incidentally. Tuesday having wrought 
his mind up to the reading pitch, Johnstone 
Inado n mental trip over the route he was 
to take on the morrow. 

He afterwards confided to Mr. Gooding 
that in this visionary ride tho carriage- 
tongue of his vehicle had come in collision 
with a wagon, and predicted that such an 
incident would occur when the real trip 
look place. 

Sure enough' when Johnstone and his 
carriage reached the intersection of State 
and Van Buren streets the carriage tongue 
was forced through the wdieel of an express 
wagon. When tho Grand Pacific was 
reached, and just prior to tho register test 
Johnstone was in a singularly critical con- 
dition. His pulse was fluttering in nn 
alarming way, running at times above 150 
beats to the minute ; his temperature from 
a normal state had jumped to 103, and on 
the whole it looked very much na if total 
collapse was imminent.

SCARCE TONNAGE. 

(iralu Dealers fear a Decline In Prices Owing 
to Lack of Ships. 

San Francisco, Sept. 18.— Grain mer- 
chants are beginning to regard the ship- 
ping situation with some uneasiness. For 
the past few years there has been a de- 
crease in the number of foreign merchant 
vessels calling at this port, end this season 
the outlook for shipping is gloomier I ban 
ever. The main cause of the luck of ma- 
rine transportation facilities lies in the fall- 
ing off of imports from England and the 
colonics. 

The Pacific coast, during the past two 
seasons, has not been consuming much for- 
eign coal on account of the development of 

local collieries and there is a heavy falling 
off ill tonnage supplies. Shippers have more 
wheat than tonnage and cannot sell their 
grain. Buyers mo indiffercut about pur- 
chasing quantities of the surplus. und a de- 
pression in the market is feared by some, 



while others are certain that a sharp de- 
cline will certainly ensuo.

Professional Men and Capitalists Take 01T 
T.ulr Coats nnil Fill the. Places of tho 
Carpenter. 

Spokane Falls, Sept IS. — Tlio carpen- 
penters' strike on the exposition building 
hero is a failure. Hankers, merchants, pro- 
fessional men and capitalists gathered at 
the building this morning by the score, and 
all day long squads of non-union men were, 
brought up from private buildings, und 
during the afternoon ISO carpenters were at 
work, and quite as many citizens were* 
laying shingles and flooring. 

Nearly every hanker in town responded 
to the call, and when night oume the super- 
intendent declared that more work and bet- 
ter results had been accomplished than 0U 
any previous day. A large, number of 
strikers gathered on tho grounds early in 
the morning, but the cheering of the work- 
men as new recruits kept arriving had a de- 
pressing eil'ect, upon them and they soon left. 

THE CHILLI WHACK FAIR 

Opens Under Favorable Auspices— Lovely 
Weather, Ureat Crowds ami .Nu- 
merous Exhibits. 

(N. SV. Columbian. 1 

CaiLLIWHACK, Sept. IS. — The annual fah- 
of the Chilliwaek Agricultural society 
opened this morning under very favorable 
auspices. The weather was simply lovely, 
and not too warm. Up to yesterday after- 
noon very little hud been done to prepare 
the buildings and grounds for the reception 
of tho exhibits, and, in consequence, every- 
thing in connection with the show is rather 
behind. But prospects are excellent for a, 
very successful fair, iflld by evening every- 
thing is expected to be in proper shape. 
Tbo judges will not commence their duties 
till late in the afternoon, and it will be 
morning beloro the winners are ticketed. 

Although the lookout for tbo fair this 
morning was decidedly blue, the prospects 
now aro" considerably brighter; farmers 
have been arriving by the score, thoir 
vehicles loaded with exhibits of nil kinds, 
and, except in live stock, the exhibition 
promises to be n greater success than lust 
year. 

In fruits tbo number of entries is away 
up in the hundreds, and the variety and 
quality shown is wonderful indeed. The 
display of peaches, for instance, is at least 
ten times greater than last year, almost 
every exhibitor having one or two varieties 
in competition. Although the plum season 
is neariy over, a number of highly creditable 
displays are made, and grapes, which are- 
just coming in, are shown in a dozen or 
more varieties. The exhibit of apples is 
immense, by far the best ever seen in 
Chilliwhaek, and even better than that 
shown at the Provincial exhibition last year. 

Dairy produce takes a very important 
part in the exhibition and all that can be 
said of it a present is that the ladies of 
Chilliwaek ably sustain their high reputa- 
tion as excellent butter-makers. The com- 
petition in this line will be very keen and 
the judges will have, to do some expert 
tastings to determine on the best. / 

In grains the number of exhibits is not 
so large as was expecled, but in the matter 
of quality some of the samples could hardly 
be surpassed. The busy harvesting season 
has much to do with keeping down this 
important item, many of the farmers being 
too much pressed for time to give exhibits 
much attention. 

Garden and field ptjo 'uce is displayed in 
greater variety than last year, and the 
I number of exhibits is also much in excess. 

The floral display and exhibits of ladies' 
fancy work are up to the usual standard of 
excellence, bat it would be unfair to partic- 
ularize in these, as in other exhibits, until 
ibe judges have awarded the prizes.

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SUICIDE OF TWO LOVERS. 

An Artist nml an Actrj-s Kill 'I licniaelves In 
New York. 

New Yobk, Sept. 18. — A strange 
double suicide occurred hero at daybreak 
this morning. At that hour Gustavo G. 
Kock, a well-known crayon artist, ascend- 
ed the stops to thu Canal street station 
of tho Fourth avonuo elevated road, 
walked to a point in front of tho second 
story window of MO Ufttial Htreet, nodded 
and said : " Yes, I have come Einilo ; are 
you roady ?" The answer was not heard, 
but Koch drew n revolver from his pocket 
and shot himsolf in tho head, dying in- 
stantly. As ho foil there came what 
seemed to bo the echo of his shot from 
tho direction of tho window, and in a 
moments a messenger camo running nnd 
said a woman had shot herself at 140 
Canal street. 

Investigation rovealed tho fact that 
Eniilio Ross, an actre-s, aged 18, lay a 
corpse on tho bed in her room, with a 
bullet in her heart. She w.-.s attired in 
her nhht robe, with a bunch of helio- 
tropes pinned to her bosom. It was evi- 
dent, that alio had bared her bosom for the 
fatal shot, for the garment was un- 
fcorched, and there was nothing to show 
the cause of death except a little red spot 
over tho heart. Not a drop of blood bud 
(lowed from tho wound. Death was in- 
stantaneous in tho ease of Koch, 

It was evidently prearranged that they 
should tako themselves out of tho world 
together. The girl had evidently made 
every preparation for tho event. On n 
chair by tho window lay her clothing, 
carefully smoothed ir.it. She had boon 
writing, and tho table was covered with 
small sheets of paper filled with her 
thoughts a3 she sat writing. The hand 
was a neat feminine ono,|and did not look 
to bo in the least tremulous. 

Thoy wero lovers, and the cause of tho 
tragedy is supposed to have been tho < p- 
position of the girl's mother to their mar- 
riage. Emilio 11 si had been oil the 
stage since babyhood. Her parents lit e I 
in Berlin. Her father was an Italian 
tenor singer c\ ncto, but is now dead. 
The girl's wilier, who is still alive, is a 
Geriiiuu writer and- novelist. Emilie 
Jloss' mother is ambitious for her child, 
mid hoped slio would inako a good mar- 
riage. The girl camo to this country two 
yonrs ngo, and played a prominent part 
in Amberg's theatre company.

TUa Da' lea First National linnk Robbery— 
Tunneled Under the Vault. 

Tub Dalle.-:, Or., Sept. 17. — Cashier 
EL. M. Beall, on opening the vault of the 
First National bank yesterday morning, 
found that tho safe had been tapped and 
£0.500 in gold had been abstracted. Ho 
hastily called Vice-president Schonck and 
the directors, and tho amount of cash was 
ic 'Iac.'d, tho sheriff notified and the bank 
proceeded as usual, no one else having 
any knowledge of the affair until this 
morning. The officers have been work- 
ing on the ease, but so far but slight 
clues have been found. Everything' 
shows that the plans and operations were 
carried on by men well up in the art, and 
that there wero several of them. Not 
less than ten days could have been 
meci in completing their operations. 
The building is sixty feet from 
Washington tt.'eet, on Second, tho 
"round being some four feet lower 
than the street. The burglars started 
from the empty lot at the corner of Wash- 
ington street, and lirst followed under the 
sidewalk, the ground hero being six foot 
lowor than the street, to a tilled alley. 
They tunneled under the crosswalk t<. the 
opposite sidewalk, and then through tho 
s one foundation of the express office 
building, passing under that to the rear 
wall, where they pried out atones for a 
passage under the bank building. Then 
they tunneled into and up through tho 
brick and cement foundation of the vault 
to tlie back corner of the safe, which was 
drilled into. By drilling ami prying out 
ii piece at a time a hole large enough for 
one's hand was made, coining up under a 
box of jewelry, which was broken and 
pulled through. A till containing f 10,- 
(100 in gold was then readied, from which 
SO, 500 was raked. By a bill-holder get- 
ting wedged in the way, which it Beems, 
they had not time to dig out, §0,000 
was left in the safe. They must have 
beaten a hasty retreat, as all their tools 
were left, a candle was burning where 
thoy were at work under the sife, and 
the bill-book could easily have been dug 
away t> get at tho other 80,000 in gold. 
No papeis were taken, Slid the directors 
consider they got oil' lucky. Schenck 
considers the bill-book a mascot, as it has 
been in two iires and now has saved 
$0,000. The burglars were well supplied 
with tools and bad a good knowledge of 
t he locatiou of the building. President 
I. P. Thompson came up this morning. 
The bank officials have ordered a new 
safe, tho best that money can buy, and 
offered a reward of $1,500 for the return 
of the money. Mr. Beall, on entering 
tho bank in the morning, thought he 
smelted sewer gas, but found stored 
under tho sidewalk a gasoline lamp that 
had been used in tho work, a white snirt 
and a lunch remnant.

CABLE NEWS. 

We have hoard complaints about the 
nature if the telegrams that come to 
America from Great Britain. It is said 
that they are not always to he depended 
upon, that they give the news a grossly 
partisan coloring, and that they are some- 
times altogether false. 

We do not think that the cable tele- 
grams deserve tho very bad character that 
is given them by some readers of news- 
papers. We have watched them carefully 
f >r some years, and &vo aro on the whole 
surprised at their accuracy and their full- 
jiefcs. We have wondered, on looking 
-fivoi tho Eoglwh nowgpapors, to see how 
little fclierO is in thorn 'hat i3 really new. 
Tho news which they contain which is of 
general interest here is all, to a greater 
or less extent, anticipated by telegraph, 
Wg gygij know how important subjects 
Ir.ve beoil treated by the great organs of 
public opinion some days before the old 
country newspapers reach us. The strike 
at Southampton is not noirs to 113 now 
The principal features of that moat labor 
movement are as well known to the in- 
telligent reader of the Canadian news 
papers ns they are to the inhabitant of 
tho British Islands. We were informed 
about the potato disease in Ireland, its 
extent and its probable consequences long 
before we saw a word about in the 
old country papers. Tho news that 
came by the mail added very litt'o to our 
knowledge of that melancholy tubjoct. 
It was the samo with the visit of the Em- 
peror of Germany to Russia. Tho news 
came over tho wires and was discussed in 
the newspapers of Canada and the United 
.States as soon as tho incidents were an- 
nounced and commented upon by the 
English press. The topic was stale when 
tho English mail reached this continent. 
And it war, found then there was little or 
nothing to correct. 

The careful reader must observe that 
with regard to matters of fact the cable 
news is quito reliable. It is very seldom, 
indeed, that any important .statement of 
fact turns out to bo untrue. But it is 
very different with respect to comments 
on the news and expressions of opinion 
generally. Tho inferences and conclu- 
sions which writers draw from facts differ 
everywhere. It is very seldom indeed 
that comment is not colored by the 
Opinions and prejudices of tho man who 
makes it. And wo regie; to see that 
expressions of opinion in cablegrams 
are no nearer to being infal- 
lible than aro expression i of opinion in 
loading articles. Tho comment uf the 
Liberal will have n Liberal tinge, and tho 
comment of a Conservative will be Con- 
servative in its tone. And so with poli- 
tical forecasts. When men undertake to 
prophecy, in ninety-nine cases out of a 
hundred they predict what they wish to 
come to pass. 

Of course wo all know that ministers 
of stato and kings, queens, and even em- 
perors, unbosom themselves to the special 
correspondent. It relievos their burdened 
minds to pour their secrets into his atten- 
tive ear, and, in repeating what has been 
confided to him, tho special correspondent 
adhoroa scrupulously to the truth and 
listens to the whispers of conscience. Wo 
would not for tho world hint that ho does 
jiot know what is going to take place in 
ovary nation of Europe, or that he depends 
Upon his imagination for even tho least 
important of his productions. When 
we see a special correspondent 
writing as if ho wore in the confidence of 
Prime Minister* and Lord Ohambeil dns, 



wo aro filled with avo and admiration, 
and, of couroe, liclieve 'every word ho 
utters. 

It is to bo feared, too, that sumo tele- 
graphic correspondents are just a littlo too 
one-sided. Thoy givo their facts all 
right, and their facta aro valuable, but 
when they givo rein to their imagination, 
and givo us news which is absolutely im- 
possible for thorn, being moro mortals, to 
have obtained, wo nsk to bo excused if 
wo do not take quito all thoy say for gos- 
pel. For instance, in yesterday morn- 
ing's telegram wo were informed that 
Mr. William O'Biieu and Mr. Dillon had 
boon arrested. This was interesting in- 
formation and, no doubt, true. Wo wore 
also told that these arrests woro "the 
result of pressure brought to boar on tho 
Government by Irish Tories,'' that 
"doubtless a dosiro to prevent the pro- 
posed American tour of O'Brien, Dillon 
and others had its weight among tho mo- 
tives leading to the arrests, and much more 
of the same sort of stuff. This was spec- 
latiorl, and not exactly impartial com- 
ment on tho facts, and was not news at 
all. Some readers mistake conjectures 
and remarks of this kind for news, and 
say that they tire a pack of 1 08, The writer 
may be honest, and he may think what 
ho says is true, and he may be oven labor- 
ing under tho delusion that what he is 
sending over the wires is news. But the 
discerning reader can seo at a glance that 
it is nothing of the kind, but a mere far- 
rigo of partisan opinions and loose con- 
jectures which the editor ot the telegram, 
if there was an editor, should have ruth- 
lessly cut out, 'After all it is bettor to 
get the news in this Bhapo than not to 
get it at all. It is well to know how one 
set of politician j look at tho facts. The 
reader can lake out uf the telegram what 
is really news and ho can form his own 
conclusions for himself, which will be 
quite as likely to be Correct as those of 
the news caterer. 

it is greatly to be regretted that the 
people of Canada have not been able to 
get a better news-service from the other 
side of tho Atlantic than tho one of which 
they must avail themselves. The press 
telegrams are made up to suit the sup- 
posed taste of the American public, and 
those of them that arc of a political 
nature are very strongly anti-government. 
The Irish question, for very obvious 
reasons, is treated ill an exceedingly one- 
sided way by the telegraph correspon- 
dents. This is an evil which wo hope 
will before long be abolished. 



but it does not possess a traco of ability, 
and tho Free Press's trick is just sucha one 
as a monkey would resort to if it wore 
endowed with tho faculty of speech and 
turned editor. Even tho " missing link," 
if he could bo found, would bo above dis- 
torting a plain, inoffensive statement of 
fact into a studied insult. 



OREMA TION. 

How to disposo of tho garbago of 
the city is ono of the problems 
which the Corporation has to solve. It 
cannot bo dumped on any ground on the 
outskirts of the city. No place can be 
found that is not in tho vicini y of dwell 
ings, and no ono will tolerate heaps of 
decomposing tilth in his neighborhood. 
It cannot bo thrown into fho aea. No 
one, if ho can help it, will allow it to 
pollute the water in his neighborhood, 
and it has boetl found that if thrown into 
the struts at all near the shore it is car- 
ried backwards and forwards by tho title 
and a considerable portion of it is washed 
ashore. This, of course, cannot bo toler- 
ated. It might be possible to place it in 
lighters and have thorn towed out to sett 
a considerable distance and there de- 
posited. This would bo a slow and ex- 
pensive process, and wo are not sure that 
it could be done without unpleasantness 
and inconvenience to many. 

The best way to get rid of tho garbage 
is clearly to burn it. This can be done. 
In Montreal tho garbago is burned with- 
out being a nuisance to any neighbor- 
hood. The process of burning is not ex- 
pontivo, Furnaces can be made which 
will consume it, leaving nothing but a 
small quantity of inodorous ashes. Theso 
furnaces are not costly, and when once 
erected will last a long time. 

Those who attend them should under- 
stand their work. We seo that in Port- 
land tho cremation of the garbage does 
not givo satisfaction. This, we have no 
doubt, is owing to some defect in the 
furnaces, or some want of knowledge in 
those who attend them, for it has been 
proved that garbage of all kiuds can be 
burned without causing any offensive 
smell in the neighborhood of tho fur- 
naces. 

In older countries the sewage is u ilized 
as a fertilizer, and it seems that this is 
its proper and economical usa. But this 
mode of the disposal of sewage is not to 
be thought of in a new country, i Crema- 
tion appears to bp, all tilings considered, 
tho cheapest and the most effective plan, 
and wo trust that it will be the ono 
adopted by the Corporation, 



HURRICANE SWEPT. 



Tho Ship Saranao Almost a Total Wreck in 
tins South Atlantic. 

San Fkanuisoo, Sept. 18. — The fol- 
lowing letter has been received hero from 
Capt. Chaw, of tho ship Sarnnac, which 
was obliged to put into Monte Vide while 
on her way from New York to San 
Diego : 

"Month Vjdk, Juno 13, 1800. 

" i left New York on tho USth of Jan. 
for San Diego ; had grand, good luck 
until X'got off the capo, then I got into 
a hurricane and lost tho bowsprit, jib- 
boom, foretopmast, main trip gallant 
must and inizi-.eu mast ; hud our deck 
swept away and the after-house all 
smashed up nnd the quarter-deck stove 
in! Lost all stearing gear, including com- 
passes, and all tho navigation books wero 
destroyed. 

My oldest child was washed out of tho 
cnbin and was picked up on the main 
dock. 

The youngest, when the cook found her 
among the wreckage, was just alive, and 
did not speak or cry for some time. 

The clothing was washed oil' my wife, 
and there was not a dry piece of clothing 
on the ship to put on. 

The weather was very cold, and you 
may imagine how we all suffered. Wo 
had no tiros for throe days. Tho ship 
leaked badly, and it took all of my time 
to keep her afloat. Tho poor old Saranac 
is here almost a total wreck. I suppose 
it would have been better for the owners 
had she gone to the bottom, but I am 
truly thankful that wo aro ulivo to-day.

The sealing schooner Maggie Mac, which 
left Victoria early in January last, returned 
from liehring's Sea yesterday evening. Cap- 
tain Dpdd reports that during the month's 
of January, February and March, ho expe- 
rienced strong southerly gales ami high sens. 
When the weather was lino, there were no 
seals visible. On March 2.')rd, when the 
schooner arrived at Clayoquot, there had 
been UK) seals killed. Captain Dodd speaks 
very highly of the treatment he received at 
this station. heaving here and sailing 
north iu general had weather, hn arrived at 
Sand Point on June 20th with a catch of 
1,107 skins. Ho entered tho Sea July 11th, 
with the J nan i to and tho Ocean Belle, but 
only added 107 skins to his catch for tho 
entire month. Tho weather was foggy, 
thick and discouraging. Things looked a 
little better in August, lint seals woro 
scarce. On August (Jtll, ho spoke the 
whaling bark Alaska, with three whales, 
and on tho 9th saw the Minnie, with 70(1 
skins. Shortly after he eame ueros3 the 
Olger with 1 ,73i5 for the soason. 

hater on in the month the Maggie spoke 
the whaling bark Witithrop, with eight 
whales. Tin; captain reported that on 
Aug. I!) they sighted a huge monster, and 
at once made for him. The whale was game 
to the death, and fought with terrible feroc- 
ity, lie smashed two boats as though they 
were cockleshells, an accident which cost, 
two of tho crow their lives. Another of 
the crew hud his legs broken in the same 
encounter. The poor fellow was beyond 
the reach nf medical aid, and when the 
Maggie spoke the bark lie was lying in the 
after cabin of the whaler, thn captain doing 
all that it was in his power to do lor the 
su doling man. Captain Dodd uloo spoke 
tho Minnie again on Aug. 23, with a catch 
of 2,371) for tlio season.' lie also saw the 
Muck Diamond with 1,700 skins, and him- 
self left, the sea on Aug. Ml with a total 
catch of 1,052 skins for the season. On 
Sept. 17 spoke the three-master .Iconic

After some remarks us to the rapid rise 
of the former and the lire which con- 
sumed it in July, 18S(i, lie continue* : 
*' Were it not for unappropriated lots 
■with stumps nnd underwood close to buIi- 
stautial warehouses, one could not realize 
that this city of 15,000 inhabitants wus, 
as it were, 

BUT OF YESTERDAY, 

and ono might venture to say that the 
progress lias been too rapid and Will, us 
in tlio case of Winnipeg, surely come to 
a crisis. It is overbnilt ; there are large 
unoccupied blocks, and about every al or- 
nate building is a real estate office. . . 
Although wo predict a great fu ure for 
Vancouver city, rash speculations will 
not accomplish this. . . Speculators 
are duing a grievous wrong in keeping 
prices up, and the small capitalist has no 
inducement to invest at tiiese tonus. 

Vancouver has every 

natural advantage in harbor, water 
supply, coal at easy distance, and drain- 
age, while its scenery, mountain nnd 
■water, are very fine. Mr, Quarrier de- 
scribes tlio Islander as a lovely Clyde built 
boat, elegantly fitted up. It is said that 
as in Vancouver the presence of the Clii- 
nene in Victoria is a necessity. Mr. Quar- 
rier estimates them to form a third of the 
population. A Chinese joss house is

OX TO THE KOUNDARY. 

The Seattle, Lake Shore & Eastern are rush- 
ing tlio Work. 

Seattle PoBt-Intolligon'cor: 
Chief Engineer It. H, Talcott, of tho 
Seattle, Lake Shora & Eastern railroad, 
returned yesterday from Sedro, where he 
bus been superintending work on the con- 
struction of the Skagit river bridgo. Ho 
Bays that the bottom chord of the bridge 
has been put in place and that the top 
chord has been arranged and is ready to 
pub up. Tho draw span is progressing 
well and all the ma to did is on hand, an 
that by next Wednesday tho draw should 
be swung and tho bridgo can then be fin- 
ished up. Track bus been laid north- 
west to MoMurray lake, and by tho end 
of next week will be within seven miles 
of Sedro, and a week Inter will bo five 
miles from Sedro. Of this remaining live 
miles, two and one-half miles aro ready 
for the track, and tho othor two and 
a-lmlf miles will ho graded in three 
weeks, or in time to connect with thu 
bridge. Work on the bridge has been 
delayed by the failure of tho San Fran- 
cisco Bridgo company to secure lumber 
promptly, but it it' being pushed as rapid- 
ly as possible in order that it may be fin- 
ished before a freshet come?. The cur- 
rent is so swift that a heavy freshet 
bringing down masses of drift wood 
would bo almost sure to carry away tho 
false work and undo all that has bei-n 
done. It is expected that trains will run 
intn Sodro by Oct her 15. 

Track laying was to he resumed yes- 
terday from the end' of the track at a 
point four miles north of Sedro, and can 
bo continued for twelve and mie-half 
miles further t.o the Sainish river. Ar, 
that point a bridgo is being built, which 
will delay track laying for about a week. 
From the Samish to the boundary tho 
distance is twenty-eight and one-half 
miles,' namely, six miles from ihe Sainish 
to tho south fork of the Nooksack, and 
seventeen ami one-half miles to the 
boundary. Along that part of tho road 
much grading has been done, and pile- 
driving is in progress on the north fork 
of I he Nitnkaaek. Truck laying on this 
section cannot begin until tho road is 
completed to tho Sainish, as the only 
way of getting the rails is in from the 
south over the Lake Shore road.
